When there 
Was a ray oi hope that Mr. Edison would 
succeed in illuminating large cities with a 
soft, brilliant light at a price much cheap­ 
er than er.ber gas or oil, gas stock became 
Weak aud fickle. 
When he met with dis­ 
couragement and received but little hope 
to go on with b ’s investigations and expert 
iments, gas st ck went up, and the public 
began to lo?e all faith in his electric light. 
But after months of toll, patience, and the 
severest tests, Mr. Edison announce to 
the world tnat he is triumphant, that elec­ 
tric light is a fixed tact, and that the days 
of gas companies are ended. 
Whether or not Mr Edison is too san­ 
guine over his recent successes, cannot bs 
told until the public experiment is made 
On Christmas night at Me cl J Park. Then 
aa exhibition will be given and it will tie 
seen whether his discovery “is based upon 
principles that will stand every test.” 
Should Mr. Edison's I ght prove to be 
all that is cia med for it, it will be the 
greatest achievement of any country. What 
Mr. Edison c. »lms to have accomplished, 
according to the accounts published in the 
later Ocean of Mouday, is briefly this: 
I. 
To produce a light which will be 
soft, aad at the same time brilliant, and 
which can be applied to 
illuminating 
streets, and buildings ol all klad, and thai 
the cost will not be greater than the cheap­ 
est kerosene oil. 
.2 That the electric light is produced by 
machinery, that is not more complicated 
than the machinery which produces gas, 
and that cither on the streets, in public 
halls, or in private houses, it can be used 
With as little trouble as gas. 
3. That the light is steady, soft and 
mellow, is absolutely devoid of all dan­ 
ger, and that no matches are required to 
Ignite it. 
4. That la houses where the electric 
light is used, lamps will he necessary, like 
ordinary table lamps, but the light issuing 
from them will be softer and more power­ 
ful than gas. 
5. That arrangement can be made in 
connection with the electric light, to run 
sewing machines, small pumps and the 
like. 
There are other important points in con­ 
nection with the discovery of electric 
light, which are not necessary to name 
here. It is sufficicut that we mention the 
above, and in tie meantime walt with pa­ 
tience until the public exhibition is given 
on Christmas night by Mr. Edison. Should 
he then succeed, he will with one bounce 
become the greatest inventor the world 
has yet produced.

Columbus* Lost Anchor Discovered. 
A curious relic of one of the expedition 
which sailed to the West ladies under the 
command of Columbus has, it is stated by 
a Martinique journal, been recently disc av 
ertd. On the 4th of August, 1498, a small 
squadron of three vessels, under the orders 
ot Christopher Columbus, wes anchored 
off Trinidad. Late at night, Columbus, ii 
is stated fay Washington llrving, suddenly 
MLW a wall of water approaching toward 
the fleet from the south. 
His own vessel 
was lifted up so high by the incoming 
wave 
that 
he 
feared 
it 
would 
be either submerged or dashed on shore 
while the cable ot one ot tbe other ship, 
parted under the strain to which it was 
subjected. The crews of the vessels gays 
themselves up tor lost, but atter a time the 
wave, which it is surmised must have been 
caused by an exceptionally large body of 
water coming suddenly down one of the 
rivers flowing into the gulf of Faria, ebbed 
back again. This sadden rise of the waters 
of the gulf is mentioned by Columbus’ son 
Ferdinand, who adds that the fleet suffered 
no damage save the lr "s of one anchor. 
It 
is this anchor which bas been found, and 
strangely enough, it was dug up from a 
depth of six feet below the surface of the 
ground, at a spot 372 feet from the nearest 
point ot coast line. Tbe land, it is well 
known, it gaming upon the sea along the 
shores of Venezuela, so that where once 
ships rude at anchor gardens are now 
planted. Tbe anchor I'selt is of simple 
form and comparatively rude manufacture, 
the stock being eight feet long aud round, 
with a ring at one end one foot in diame­ 
ter, to which to make fast the cable, and 
with flakes five feet long, the whole weigh­ 
ing 1,100 pounds.

I come now to another statement of the 
Gazette, maJe repeatedly ol late, that court 
records show that in nearly every cise lo 
this country rn which a criminal bas been 
sentenced to be handed, the attempt has 
been made to secure a commutation of the 
sentence to imprisonment for life. 
Now, 
admitting what is here stated, the Gazette 
unintentionally commits itself to a virtual 
acknowledgment of the position which 
opposers ol the gallows cccupy 
namely, 
the extreme difficulty of enforcing the 
death punishment. The Gazette gives us 
here an argument rn opposition to a repeal 
of our present statute. 
We can readily se* 
cure conviction for the crime of murder as 
our law stands, and the punishment is very 
sure to follow the conviction and the sen­ 
tence. A law that can be enforced is far 
superior in its preventive effects to one 
that is constantly evaded, no matter from 
what cause evasion occurs. 
Again, we ara told that tho galtowsis an 
antidote to mob law. But will the Gazette 
presume lo say that the “outbreaks” to 
which it raters are unknown in8tates 
where the death penalty exists ? Are there 
no cases on record, where between tim 
the period of conviction and the time for 
the execution of the sentence, mobs have 
broken ;into jails, taken the condemned 
therefrom and hung them ? I make the 
apertion, and can prove it, that these out­ 
breaks—these acts of lawless violence, are 
more frequent where the gallows is than 
where it is not. ^Compare Illinois and 
Missouri with Wisconsin and Michigan, for 
evidence oi the correctness of my state­ 
ment.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
lo lh* Editor . . 
The question of capital punishment has 
corno Into the column* ct the Gazette 
quite frequently for the past two or three 
months. 
But it has been almost exclu­ 
sively sn ex-parU handling ot the subject 
thus far. And in the judgment of the 
writer it has really seemed that the Gazette 
hasbeen disinclined to haye more than 
its own side of the quesiioh presented tor 
the consideration of its numerous reader* 
I shall, however, venture to ask for the 
insertion of this communication, and if th*. 
unfavorable Impression I have received is 
without foundation in fact, I shall be glad 
to be set right in the matter. 
First, I would like to correct the Gazette 
in some statements which have been made 
in its editorial columns so repeatedly that 
I am constrained to believe that considera­ 
ble importance is attached to them.

The fact that in states whexe 
the death penalty exists convictions for 
murder in the first degree ere few and tar 
between compared with such crimes actu­ 
ally committed, is apparent to every care­ 
ful observer. The law of death i3 not en­ 
forced to any such extent as to make it a 
restraining terror to the bloody-handed 
assassin. 
Acquital or some unwaranted

what the true verdict 
should be—this is the rule, conviction the 
exception. I challenge a contradiction cf 
this statement. 
While on this topic I wisn to refer to a 
Gazette correspondent who fay* that mnr- 
dere rs must be put to death, and that in the 
quickest aud quietest manner possible. But 
it must be understood that we can put no 
man or woman to death except by due 
prcc'fs, and under certain 
prescribed 
forms of law. Generally speaking, there 
must be a trial of the accused before the 
execution can take place ; and not even 
then, unless the jury shall pronounce him 
guilty.
